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Statement by the President of the Security Council 

At the 4409th meeting of the Security Council, held on 9 November 2001, in 
connection with the Council’s consideration of the item entitled “Security Council 
resolutions 1160 (1998), 1199 (1998), 1203 (1998), 1239 (1999) and 1244 (1999)”, 
the President of the Security Council made the following statement on behalf of the 
Council: 


“The Security Council welcomes the progress made in preparing the 
Kosovo-wide elections on 17 November 2001 and calls on the Special 
Representative of the Secretary-General and all parties concerned to continue 
to strive for full implementation of resolution 1244 (1999) of 10 June 1999. It 
further calls upon all women and men of Kosovo, Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia, to vote. 

“The Security Council welcomes the helpful role played by the President 
of the Federal Republic of Yugoslavia and the Governments of the Federal 
Republic of Yugoslavia and the Republic of Serbia in recommending Kosovo 
Serb participation in the elections. Participation will allow them to take part in 
shaping Kosovo’s multi-ethnic future. 

“The Security Council welcomes the signing on 5 November 2001 of the 
UNMIK-FRY Common Document by the Special Representative of the 
Secretary-General and the Special Representative of the President of the 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia and the Government of the Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia and the Government of the Republic of Serbia. This document is 
consistent with resolution 1244 (1999) and the Constitutional Framework for 
Provisional Self-Government in Kosovo. 

“The Security Council reaffirms the statement of its President of 5 
October 2001 (S/PRST/2001/27). It encourages the further development of a 
constructive dialogue between the United Nations Interim Administration 
Mission in Kosovo (UNMIK) and the authorities of the Federal Republic of 
Yugoslavia. It emphasizes the responsibility of the provisional institutions of 
self-government and all concerned to respect fully the final status provisions of 
resolution 1244 (1999). It underlines its continued commitment to the full 
implementation of resolution 1244 (1999), which remains the basis for 
building Kosovo’s future.” 
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
